Noah—A Man of Faith 
\ 


The dominant characteristic of 


Noah's life is his faith. This gave 
him his right to a place in that 
great "W est m i n s t e r Abbey" 
which we have in the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews, where we 
read, 
"By 
faith 
Noah, being 


warned of God concerning things 
not seen as yet, moved with godly 
fear, prepared an ark to the sav- 
ing of his house." 
In this faith 


"Noah walked with God." resisting 
the temptations and allurements 
of an ungodly world, and living 
the life of righteousness before his 
generation. 


Noah—A Man of Obedience 
Out of his faith came his obedi- 


ence to God's command concerning 
the building of "an ark to the sav- 
ing of his house". The "seed of 
the woman" promised in Eden as 
the remedy for sin must be pre- 
pared for, and Noah's ;faith and 
faithfulness provided God's only 
channel 
in 
that 
generation. 


Through this remnant, spared out 
of a wicked race, God would make 
a fresh start and a new effort to 
^ring about the world's redemp- 
tion. "Thus did Noah according 
to all that God commanded him, so 
did he." Emerging from the ark 
after the deluge, his first act was 
to worship God by whose grace he 
and his had been saved through 
faith. "And Noah builded an altar 
unto the Lord; and took of every 
clean beast, and of every clean 
fowl, and offered burnt offerings 
on the altar." 


Noah—A Covenant Man 


The justification of Noah is evi- 


denced in God's response to his 
worship, as "the Lord said In his 
heart, I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man's sake." 
This covenant, originating in God's 


loving heart, was offered to Noah 
and his seed, and sealed in typical 
sacramental fashion In the rain- 
bow. "God spake unto Noah, and 
his sons with him, saying, And I, 
behold, I establish my covenant 
with you, and with your seed after 
you; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off by the waters of a flood; . . 
and God said, This is the token of 
the covenant which I make be- 
tween me and you and every iiv- 
ing creature that is with you, for 
perpetual generations: I do set 
my bow in the cloud, and it shall 
be for a token of a covenant be- 
tween me and the earth . . . and 
the bow shall be In the cloud; and 
I will look upon it, that I may re- , 
member the everlasting covenant 
between God and every living 
creature of al! flesh that Is upon 
the earth." That sacramental bow 
was to Noah the assurance of 
God's mercy, as the sacramental 
cup of our Lord is to us today, as 
he says, "This is my blood of the 
new covenant, which is poured out 
for many for the remission of 
sins."

CRIMES OF A NATION 


C 


RIMES against property represented 


95.1 percent of all offenses known to 


the police last year. This is the outstand- 
ing fact stated in the Uniform Crime Re- 
ports of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion for 1936. The statistics were based on 
reports of 1658 cities having about one- 
half the total population of the country. 
The general revelation is that larger cities 
have higher crime rates than smaller com- 
munities. An interesting disclosure is that 
robbery is the only offense that varies di- 
rectly in accordance with the size of the 
city. 


More than half the crimes reported were 


larcenies, there being 381,398, with 
an 


overwhelming percentage of those being 
cases where the value of the property-was 
'less than $50. There were 165,795 burglar- 
ies, 113,733 auto thefts and 33,603 robber- 
ies. There were 3736 cases of murder, in- 
cluding non-negligent manslaughter and 
3136 cases of manslaughter by negligence. 
Rape accounted for 4758 offenses and ag- 
gravated assaut for 27,830. 
. 
The figures indicate that i-obberies de- 


creased from January to July, and for each 
of the remaining months show increases. 
Larceny and auto theft were considerably 
higher in the last three months than in the j 
balance of the year. Manslaughter by neg- 
ligence occurred most frequently in the 
fourth quarter of 1936, while the offenses 
against person predominated in the third 
quarter. Women were found to be most fre- 
quently arrested for larceny. 
However, 


679 females were charged with criminal 
homicide and 637 with robbery. 


One deduction that can be drawn from 


"the statistics is that punishment acts as 
a greater deterrent on women than men. 
Of the persons arrested, 139,707 had been 
convicted previously. Women represented 
7.3 percent of the persons arrested, but 
only 4.6 percent of those with previous con- 
viction records.

the group of blood diseases called 
"the anemias". It is almost im- 
possible any more to find a patient 
with one of the typical anemias, 
even to show a class of medical 
students. They have all been so 
modified by treatment or the good 
food 
which 
isi so 
much 
more 


abundant than it used to be. that 
they present an entirely different 
aspect. 


About 12 years ago liver extract 


was introduced for the treatment, 
of primary anemia. It works so 
well that the disease has practical- 
ly disappeared. 


Not only that, but it has become 


a. common remedy, and people take 
it for any run-down condition. 
Now. 
if the run-down condition 


happens to be primary anemia, and 
if the patient takes liver extract 
on his own initiative, he may take 
too small a dose, one just large 
enough to modify the blood so that 
the diagnosis Is in doubt, but not 
large enough to cure the anemia. 
So, because he still feels not quit* 
up to scratch, he goes to a doc- 
tor and the doctor is up against it 


Modified Anemia Recognized 
Doctors are, however, becoming 


aware of the situation, and have 
found means of making the diag- 
nosis and of recognizing the modi- 
fied form of primary anemia. There 
is no system or organ of tae body 
that is so easy to examine thor- 
oughly as the blood. We have very 
accurate tests for measuring the 
amount of the active chemical in- 
gredient of the blood, the hemo- 
globin. The number of cells, both 
white and red, in the blood are 
normally present in a certain con- 
centration, and by delicate instru- 
ments and microscopic counting 
chambers, we can take a drop of 
blood from a pin prick in the fin- 
gers and determine in ftve or ten 
minutes whether any given indi- 
vidual's blood is normal or not. 
Then by smearing another drop of 
blood on a glass slide and staining 
it, the shape and size and character 
of the blood cells can be made out. 


One form of anemia which used 


to be very common—chlorosis, the 
green sickness of young girls—has 
practically disappeared. Why, no- 
body knows, but it is probably due 
to better food and better nutri- 
tion. We do not today have the 
yearly variations hi fresh food that 
our ancestors did.

Q. I have an old-fashioned sink 


with wooden boards on each side, 
and I want to cover them with 
something.

Termite Control Subject Of 
Research In U. S. Department

Q. I have just had a brick house 


• remodeled and find that the walls 
are terribly damp. In fact, the 


: new wallpaper has become badly 


I stained and 
in places has come 


j loose. In doing the alternation I 
had to have a new roof put on, and 


! the house was well soaked while 


j the roof was off. Do you suppose 
this is the cause of the wet walls?

A. It undoubtedly has something 


' to do with it; in fact.i it may be 
the major cause. Run your furnace 
for a week or two and see if the 


; walls do not dry out. If you have 
! replastered the house, especially if 
the plaster was placed directly on 
| the brirk walla, it will take several 
months for the plaster to dry out ] 
thoroughly, even without the addi- 
tional moisture that may be in the 
•walls from the soaking they got. 


j You had better strip off the paper 


i and wait before repapering until 


( all signs of moisture have disap- 
! peared. When you feel quite Bure 


i it is entirely dry, wait a.nother 
month and then redecorate; to do 
it before that is to Invite trouble. 


Q. How should H. on VRtory brick 


house with a high roof be insu- 
lated? 


A. The ceiling of the first floor 


should be insulated, rather than 
the roof, as the cost of insulation 
is figured by the square foot, and 
there is leas area in the ceiling 
Of course, if the space within the 
roof is to be iwed for anything but 
.storage purposes, the insulation 
should be carried over the attic 
rooms. In any case, adequate ven- 
tilation over the insulation should 
be provided with iarge louvers at 
nil gable ends or by direct vents! 
through separate flues in the chim- 
ney. 


More than 550,000,000 worth of 


property is destroyed annually by 
termites, a tropical insect, accord- 
ing to Bertram B. Caddie, secre- 
tary of the Copper and Brass Re- 
search Association. 


The United States Government, 


through the Department of Agri- 
culture, as well as many state agri- 
cultural departments, is conducting 
research work in an effort to atamp 
out this pest, which not only causes 
heavy property losses but some- 
times actually makes buildings un- 
safe for habitation. 


Termites are closely related to 


the cockroach family. Tbey do not 
have the armor covering that a 
cockroach has, however, but can 
flatten 
themselves out to get 


through a narrow opening. They 
gain access to buildings by build- 
ing subterranean tunnels through 
or over almost any kind of founda- 
tion. 


Once they gain entrance and can- 


not get back to the earth they die. 
A termite must have moisture to 
live. Authorities on the preven- 
tion and control of termites say 
that spraying affords only tempo- 
rary relief. 


Mr. Caddie points out that cop- 


per and copper alloy shields be- 
tween the foundation walls and the 
superimposed woodwork of build- 
ings are one of a number of pro- 
tection against the insects. These 
shields cover the top of the mason- 
ry foundation walls and piers and 
project straight out beyond each 
side of the wall, with the edges 
flanged downward. 


Pipes should also be 
shielded, 


because the termite will build shel- 


ter tubes up the exterior of the pip- 
ing, enabling them to reach the 
woodwork.
